Independent claims 1 and 7 are allowable over the prior art of record since the 
cited references taken individually or in combination fail to disclosed in particular 
the audio recording device as claimed comprising a first casing having first and 
second end portions and a second casing having first and second end portions, 
the first and second casings rotatably joined at their first end portions and fixable 
at predetermined angles, with a microphone located at the second end portion of 
the first casing and a protruding USB connection terminal located at the second 
end portion of the second casing. The closest prior art of record Pua et al. (US 
6,490,163), Liu et al. (US 6,567,273), and Peiker (US 5,638,455) fail to disclose 
the invention of claims 1 and 7 for the reasons provided by Applicant, see 
remarks section on pages 6-9 paragraphs 1 - 8 filed March 4, 2009, the 
reasons having been fully considered by the Examiner and found persuasive,
